The New Indian Treaty.

81, Loms, Oot, 28,—The treaty made by the
Indian Commissioners with the Kiowas and
Camanches on the 21st ult, gives them about
6000 square miles, 8,600,000 acres of land
embraced between the North Fork of the Red
river and Red river; beginning at the interseo-
tion of the H5th parallel with #8 degrees me-
ridan, embracing the southwestern oorner of
the present Iudian Territory, with a fraction
from Texas. The tribes are now estimated at
4000 persons, or about 800 lodges. This land
will, therefore, give them not less than 800
acres to each man, woman, and child.

It is also provided that these tribes shal]
induce their brethren, the Camanches of
Northern Texas, to come and live with them,
and if they suocoeed, the United States will en-
large their reservation, adding & quantity of
land suflicient Lo give each person 520 acres.
If the remaining Camanches ¢an be indnced to
come in, this leaves a largs section of country
on the Texas frontier, and opens a way of
civilizing a once powerful roving band.

It is proposed to give each Iodian om the
regervations annually a suit of clothing, con-
gisting of coat, pantaloons, hat, and socks,
snd in addition to this 825,000 will annually
be given in articles such as the Indians most
need. Other provisions will be made to fur-
nish seeds and agricultural implements to
guch a8 may commence farming. The Indians
agree to let all the railroads be built, and
especially the Smoky Hill and Platte Roads,
and agree to keep a lasting peace; to capture
no women and children, and to attack no
more trains. They will be allowed to hunt
on the old reservation north of the Arkansas,
until the settlements drive away the buffalo,
